Metals, however, ‘were well 
maintained, iron of all kinds show- 
ing. an improvement. Foreign and 
native sundries were freely imported, 
with a considerable increase in kerosene

falling-off in the revenue at Lappa 
(Macao) was under every heading, half 
of the deficiency being under opium 
duty and likin. At the two stations that 
are under the port of Lappa 2,351 junks 
passed inwards and 2393 outwards, 
while at Malowchow 186 passed to, and 
189 from, Hongkong. The imports 
of cottons, woollens, and metals were 
well up to the average, with the exception 
of Indian yarn, of which 27,876 piculs 
were imported in 1890, 23,486 in 1891, 
and only 14,808 in 1892. ‘There was 
a decline too in Indian raw cotton, but 
other foreign sundries were fairly main- 
tained, kerosene oil showing a con- 
siderable increase. Native sundries were 
freely taken. Exports were on the whole 
perhaps not so large as in 1891, but 
there are no important. discrepancies to 
notice, ‘Transit passes are not used at

jungchow continues to advance very 
slowly, and in 1892 the number of 
junks ‘reported auing the quarter was 
only 182, against 198 in 1891. Both 
imports and exports showed a falling-off, 
but for the first time, apparently, tran- 
sit passes were used, 3.40 piculs of ani- 
seed oil being conveyed to the interior 
thereunder. At Méngtze, however, 
trade continued to improve. Of native 
craft 834 were entered and 816 cleared 
during the quarter, against 679 and 
708 respectively in 1891 ; while 28,790 
pack animals, mules and ponies, carryin; 

on the average 120 catties per head, 
reported at the Custom House with 
import, export, and transit merchandise, 
against 20,267 in 1891. ‘There was a 
heavy decline in the import of grey 
shirtings, but other cottons were in 
fair demand, Indian yarn rising from 
pls, 8,747 in 1891 to pls. 7,470 in 1892, 
The import of woollens was: restricted 
to 48 pieces of camlets, ‘There was 
a fair import of foreign sundries, with 
a large increase in matches, and the 
trade in native sundries continues 
to grow. Exports were fairly well 
maintained, the figures for: tin, the 
most valuable staple of the trade, being 
4,207 piculs. in 1889, 5,076 in 
1890, 8,617 in. 1891, and 10,907 in 
1892. Of the imports into Méngtze 
the largest portion is conveyed to the 
interior under transit passes, of which 
4,405. were issued in 1892, against 
8,788. in. 1891, 2,546 in. 1890, and 
1,428 in 1889. ‘There was no trade in 
foreign opium at Méngtze, but an ex- 
port of Pls, 51,75 of the native drug.

“(Or writing many books there is no 
end,” and the same statement, with a 
change of noun, is true of the custom 
which has been severely called the curse 
of the East, é¢. the inditing of those 
harmless lookinglittle missives popularly 
known as chits, which arrive with such 
persistency, throughout the day, in 
oriental climes. ‘The word “chit” at 
home has such a widely different 
meaning for John Bull and his repre- 
sentatives, that it is only after several 
weeks’ residence abroad that one begins 
to grasp the true significance of the 
apparently trifling monosyllable, and 
realises that it is a formidable power, 
to be grappled with in sober earnest, 
and confronted with Herculean strength, 
if one wishes to avoid being overwhelmed 
by the monster, The chit is like a cat ; 
it has many lives, and although you 
may stifle it in the morning by a curt 

cold rejoinder, you will probably 
see its counterpart lying on your table 
when you come home at the end of a 
long day's work ; the crisp fresh surface 
proving aggravating in the extreme to 
its unhappy recipient, who knows that 
the innocent-looking epistle very likely 
contains some abstruse question that 
will necessitate hours of reflection before 
it can be answered. It is absolutely 
ubiquitous, and confronts you in every 
place, following you from your house 
to your Club, and intruding’ itself upon 
your notice at an afternoon call; it is 
brought to you with the soup and the 
fish at a dinner-party aud may even 
lurk within the leaves of a prayer-book 
at Church. It has been known to wreek 
the happiness of homies, aud avert pro- 
josals, 

Considered merely as a means of 
social intercourse, the chit has some 
trifling merit; but regarded as a 
thief of time, it deserves all our 
condemuation. No matter how im- 
portant the work on hand, or how 
deep in study a man may’ be, the 
chit will inevitably confront him with 
its eternal request to. be answered. 
People at home have been known to 
murmur at the constant arrival of the 
pst complaining bitterly that every

the hopeless effort of evading this un- 
welcome task, you scribble a reply, and 
with intense relief, watch the impassive 
Celestial vanish ; after which, if of 
resolute mental fibre, you turn again to 
your interrupted labours, undaunted by 
the chilling certainty that dozens of 
similar emissaries are jostling each 
other at the entrance to your house. 

{t cannot be denied that the tortur- 
ing engine is driven with most assiduity 
by the feminine portion of the com- 
munity, and a glance through auy 
woman's chit-book reveals the fact that 
she is amply revenged for her own 
individual sufferings. The dates are 
absolutely continuous ; to pervert an- 
other quotation, one may certainly 
after a cursory survey of the closely 
written pages, draw the inference “not 
a day without a chit ;” while there is 
even a chance of discovering the owner's 
especial friend, by uoting the perpetual 
recurrence, day after day, of one parti- 
cular name. There is no doubt that 
the chit-book unguardedly used is a 
dangerous weapon in the hands of the 
inexperienced, and a rash answer, hastily 
scrawled within its leaves, may betray 
the secret of your last letter, to your 
next correspondent ; hence many peo- 
ple’s preference for a non-committal 
sheet of paper sent with each separate 
note, to the use of that tell-tale volume 
which “ whoever runs may read.” On 
the other hand, as an opportunity for 
refusing unwelcome dinner invitations, 
the chit-book may rank with that world- 
famed trinity of pens, the poetic 
advertisement of which is so familiar 
to us all, and may even be regatded as 
a meaus of social salvation.

And who bas 
not regarded a dainty card of invitation 
with mixed feelings of hope and appre- 
heusion at all the visions it conjures 
up? It isa comfort to kuow that in 
this one respect, at least, the Eastern 
system has its advantages ; it may be 
delightful to dine with Lucullus; but 
the anticipation of the entertainment 
becomes still more attractive. when you 
kuow which of Lucullus’ friends you are 
asked to meet; and there is unlimited 
opportunity for avoiding your détes 
noires when a list of guests comes round 
with your invitation, and you can thus 
prevent any possibility of having to 











dine with a creditor, or sit next the girl 
who jilted your: brother yesterday. 

‘There is another form of chit even 
more deadly than ‘the one we have 
been discussing; the facile instrument 
for getting into. debt known as the 
money chit, that has the same force as 
an 1.0.0, and is'so effectual in starting 
griffins on the road to ruin, and ine 
troducing the apple of discord into 
many a domestic paradise. The ob- 
jectionable subject, however, lias been 
0 thoroughly analysed, and its noxious 
character so well investigated, as to 
require po more than a slight allusion 
here. A modern Eve has been often 
known to labour under the mistaken 
impression that, a cheque-book was: so 
much available capital, and has there- 
fore fondly imagined that so long as 
the one owned by her husband still 
contained a few leaves, his resources 
were equally unlimited, Picture her 
delight then at being transferred to the 
East, where she finds an even simpler 
arrangement in vogue and quickly 
proves that a quire of paper from the 
nearest stationer is of more avail than 
many cheque-books. Alas! the day of 
reckoning comes all too swiftly and 
surely, and we can easily conjecture 
the discomfited matron’s state of mind 
when she makes the appalling discovery 
that chits and cheques alike prove 
fallacious unless founded on a metallic 
basis without which reams of signatures 
will count as naught. 

We will not depress our readers by 
dwelling on this sombre subject, but 
will merely add a few closing words in 
raise of the hitherto much-abused chit+ 
book, which becomes invested with a 
new character when regarded as a record. 
of pleasant days and charming friends, 
How its hastily-scrawled auswers con 
jure up long-forgotten memories of a 
delightful past, and how nearly alin to 
reverence is the feeling with which we 
turn its leaves.

hand that shortly afterwards closed the 
romance of our life. hen fugaces! 
With an involuntary sigh, we condewn 
the well-worn volume to the flames, 
and, turning to that ever-ready remedy 
for a fit of the blues, onr “oldest and 
strongest pipe,” we lazily watch. the 
chit-book question banish into space 
iu a succession of tings. and curls of 
smoke, and bid adieu to our old Eastern 
souvenirs with a firm determination no 
longer to

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THE A.D.C. CENTENARY. 
22nd Mar. 

Ir is quite appropriate that the Amateur 
Dramatic Club of Shanghai should give 
its hundredth performance in the Jubilee 
Year of the Settlement; in fact it may be 
taken-as the first of the commemorative 
celebrations. Established when Shang- 
hai was twenty-four years old, the Club 
has existed now for twenty-six years. 
From its earliest days the community 
has fully recognised the necessity for 
reasonable recreation, and its patronage 
of the drama in all: its forms has 
been constant and whole-hearted. In 
his Story of Shanghai Mr. Maclellan 
tells us that he is woable to say when 
the first amateur company performed in 
Shanghai, but in 1850, when the settle- 
ment was only seven years old, the 
“new” theatre was opened, and we 
printed a few days ago the programme 
of a grand performance given in 1853. 
Yhespis migrated: in those days from 
oue godown to another, and some of his 
temporary homes are still in existence. 
He appeared at one time in a godown 
behind the Club, at another time in the 
Szechuen Road, then in a godown in 
the Peking Road, now occupied by 
Messrs. Reid, Evans & Co., and after 
that in a godown, no longer existing, in 
the Hongkong Road. ‘he performances 
given in this tewporary theatre were 
so successful that subscriptions were 
raised for converting it into a permanent 
theatre, and the response was so general 
that the scheme was changed, and it 
was determined to build a proper theatre. 
At this date there were two amateur 
companies in the field; that of ‘the 
Volunteer Infautry, which included the 
older generation of actors, and that of 
the Shanghai Rangers, the predecessors 
of the present Light Horse, who, under 
the genial presidency of the popular cou- 
sul. “Johnny” Markham, had burst 
upon the community in ablaze of triumph 
on the Queen’s Birthday, 1865, and con- 
tinued their successes with youthful 
energy and spirit. Under the guidance 
of the late British Consul-General at 
Canton, Sir Chalover Alabaster, and 
the present president of the A. D. C., 
the two companies were amalgamated 
in the Amateur Dramatic Club, which 
included in its membership al! the 
English-speaking dramatic talent in the 
community. ‘The new Club undertook 
the care of the new Lyceum ‘Theatre, 
which was constructed entirely of wood, 
the ‘architect being Mr. F. A. Groom, 
aud’ the contractor Captain John P. 





Roberts. It was on the site of the 
present Lyceum ‘Terrace. ‘The name 
Lyceum was a survival from the 


godowns° previously used; a sug- 
gestion was made that it should be 
called the “Globe,” in memory of 
Shakespeare and as being more appro- 
priate in a cosmopolitan community, 
and it was proposed to have a bust of 
the Swan of Avon in the foyer, aud 
under it the line, “ It cannot be but he 
was murdered here!” but the sugges- 
tion was rejected, for Shanghai was then, 
as now, nothivg if not conservative, 





‘The theatre was opened on the Ist of 
March 1867 with the “screaming farce” 
Whitebait at Greenwich and the bur- 
lesque Faust and Marguerite. The 
last scene of the burlesque was altered 
to introduce the then recently estab- 
lished Supréme Court, Mr. Doleful and 
Mr. Honeydue representing the Chief 
Judge, Sir Edmund Hornby, and the 
Assistant Judge, Mr. Goodwin; and it 
may be mentioned, as showing the 
favour with which theatricals have al- 
ways been regarded here, that these 
two high judicial officials lent their 
wigs and gowns to their representatives, 
while the leader of the bar assisted to 
“make up” the actors in the green room. 
‘This wooden theatre,an admirable build- 
ing for the purpose in every aspect ex- 
cept security from fire, was burnt to the 
ground—happily not during a perform- 
ance—early in 1871. Money was raised 
again by debentures, the Recreation 

‘and assisting by converting their 
original shares into preference deben- 
tures, and it was determined to build a 
permanent theatre, this time of iron, 
and the secretary of the A.D.C., who 
was about to make a trip home, was 
commissioned to obtain plans. On his 
way home the secretary encountered a 
fellow-passenger who had been thrown 
out of his employment in a theatre in 
Australia by its having been burnt down. 
It was an iron building. On his arrival 


at home the secretary found that it was |” 


Onpisin Shaw’s conviction that brick 
and hardwood were much more fireproof 
materials for a building than iron, and 
he accordingly obtained plans from an 
architect in London for a brick, iron, 
and hardwood theatre. These plans 
were somewhat modified, on their arrival 
in China, by Mr. William Kidner, avd 
on them so modified, under Mr. Kidner’s 
supervision, the present Lyceum Theatre 
was built. It is somewhat remarkable 
that the Theatre does not belong to 
avy one. ‘The debenture holders have 
acclaim on it for the amount of their 
debentures, but the reversion belongs 
to nobody. ‘The debenture holders 
elected a committee twenty years ago, 
but no trustees havé ever been ap- 
pointed, the first committee or so-called 
trustees—for there is no scheme or 
deed of trust in existence, though Mr. 
Mowat, the first secretary, was often 
asked to. draft one—having gone on 
appointing their own colleagues from 
time to time without any reference to 
their constituents. In the two-years 
interregnum between the burning of the 
former and the opening of the present 
theatre, the A-D.C. enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of the Concordia Club in their 
pretty little theatre in the Foochow 
Road, the present theatre being opened 
with the farce Incompatibility of Temper 
and the comedy Masks and Faces on 
the 25th of January, 1874. It has 
never beei finished, the original plan 
including iron verandahs on the south 
side, which were to be used a3 lounges 
and for smoking in the warm weather. 
As a theatre it is a most successful 
building, except that its stage arrange- 








ments are somewhat antiquated, and 
it has never. been pro} 
the wiuter. 
excellent. While the structure itself 
was built by the debenture holders, the 
stage was fitted up by, and the scenery, 
properties, and wardrobe belong to, the 
AD.C., with whom the’ trustees have 
always worked harmoniously, except 
when there has been a little unavoidable 
friction between the two bodies, There 
are many old residents here and at 
home who. the theatre and the 
AD.C. with actual affection,. and 
those who have retired on their laurels 
and their savings will read, we may be 
sure, with entire pleasure of the enthu- 
siastic reception which the A.D.C. will 
secure to-night at its hundreth perfor- 
mance. Pleasant memories of the past 
will be evoked, memories of attempts 
aud successes ephemeral indeed but yet 
lasting, touched with some ineviteble 
sadness at the thought of the many 
comrades who with us fretted their brief 
hour aud have now goue over to the 
majority.

THE SHANGHAI LIBRARY. 

° 29rd: Mar., 

‘AN enquiry into.the anomalies connect- 
ed.with many of the public institutions 
in Shanghai would be a very interesting 
one. We mentioned yesterday morning 
the case of the Lyceum Theatre, a 
valuable building occupying a large and 
very valuable piece of ground, which 
would have no legal owner if any one 
were to come forward and pay off the 
debentures, which amount to a sum 
considerably less than the value of the 
‘Theatre. Perhaps the attention we 
have drawn to the matter may lead the 
existing trustees to get a trust deed 
drawn up, and the property legally vest- 
ed in some responsible body, as was done 
with the Recreation Fund some time 
ago. Since we wrote about the Theatre 
we have learnt that that most valuable 
institution the Shanghai Library is in a 
very similar position, as far as owner- 
ship is concerned, to the Lyceum. A 
trust’ deed appointing three trustees, 
who were to hold the books and pro- 
perty of the Library in trust for the 
subscribers, and without whose consent 
no books could. be sold or otherwise 
disposed of, was, we are informed, ac- 
tually drawn up by Mr. Latham some 
ten years ago, but it was never signed 
and has never been signed to this day. 
The present Rules of the Library con- 
tain two clauses, giving the powers of 
the trustees and implying that such 
trustees exist, but these Rules have not 
been revised for some thirty years or so. 
Recently an old catalogue ‘containing 
these Rules was unearthed, and a new 
set were drawn up, the two clauses 
implying the existence of trustees being 
retained. ‘I'hese new Rules were 
cently laid before a Committee meeting, 
and the point about the trustees was 
discussed, and as it was pointed out 
that no trust deed existed or ever had 
existed, except in embryo, it was decided 
to leave the matter in the Chairman’s 
hands. The Chairman happily under- 
took to look up the constitution of the 
Library from the beginning and draw up 
a new, which will teglly be the first, 
rust “deed maa three trestooe 
‘The Shanghai Librgry, we may mention, 
was started in 1849, when a list was 
sent round asking for support towards 
the formation of a Book Club, and on 
this slender foundation has been built 
up the fine Library that now exists. 

In the early days of the settlement 
institutions which have now become of 
great importance were started by half 
a dozen people meeting together on the 
Bund, or at the Club, or at the dinner 
table; money was easily forthcoming, 
and as everybody knew everybody, 
and all were agreed on the object and 
on the way in which it should be 
cartied out, there did not seem any 
necessity for elaborate provisions. Some 
of the members, if not all, carried in 
their heads the history of the institu- 
tion, and could see that it was carried ‘on 
on the lines originally intended. ‘These 
old residents however are getting fewer 
and fewer, while the place grows larger, 
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and stricter definition becomes more 
and more’ necessary. Othet instances 
might, no doubt, be readily found to 
add to the two mentioned yesterday 
and to-day. 





HOW TO GET THE BES! OF I'l. 
‘24th Mar. 

“How to get the best of it,”—a pro- 
tem that. occupies the serious con- 
sideration of us all now, as it already 
has that of entire humanity as far back 
probably as the Simian age, has re- 
cently been treated by a contemporary 
in a short article with that very title 
for its heading. ‘The paper in question 
propounds some decidedly original 
views on the subject, but we doubt 
whether they will commend themselyes 
for practical uso to the greater part of 
snaukind, especilly to. those dwellers 
in the East, the end and aim of whose 
existence is to “make their pile” and go 
home as speedily as possible, aud for 
whom a gospel of rest must for ever 
remain a sealed book, containing no 
comforting message. ‘Ihe writer evi- 
dently sets an unusual value on sleep, 
advising a minimum of ten hours, whic! 
he cousiders absolutely necessary for 
the proper recuperation of mind and 
body ; whilst he strenvously urges that 
no more than four out of every twenty- 
four should be devoted to writing and 
study, and recommends that the re- 
maining time be absolutely surrendered. 
to rest, recreation and very deliberate 
eating. ‘The impossibility of carrying 
ont such a line of couduct by a large 
majdrity will be seen at a glance ; it is 
essentially the programme of a man of 
leisure, and we question whether the 
mental colossi for whose especial de- 
lectation the plan is drawn up, would 
derive any lasting benefit by following 
these novel prieipes, even if their 
adoption really conduced ta longevity 5 
an affirmation, the truth of which we 
are strongly inclined to contest. 

In the first place, before any valuable 
directions can be given for a royal road 
to such a desired goal, it is necessary to 
artive at a satisfactory conclusion as to 
what can be considered the “ best of it;” 
and individual opinions would doubtless 
differ so widely that it would he ex- 
tremely difficult to reach a general con- 
viction. Ideas vary so enormously as 
to what happiness consists in; one 
man’s meat being so truly another's 
poison in that vital qnestion, the suc- 
cessful solving of which makes up all 
the joy of the Inman race. ‘The im- 
mortal ufelsdrickh condemns our 
united yearning after happiness as a 
whim entirely born of our self-conceit, 
and declares that our misery is only 
occasioned by the fact that’ we place 
our deserts too high, aud therefore 
only account such overplus as there 
may be as happiness ; grumbling bitter- 
Jy because the deficit we regard as 
misery is so much larger than we faney 
we deserve. He further counsels, hn- 
manity in general to imagine that. it 
deserves hanging (“as is most likely,” 
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hhe naively observes!), and then re- 
marks that with this prospect in view, 
it will regard the penalty of being shot, 
as the greatest bliss conceivable. Even 
the fulfilment of every wish cannot 
secure absolute felicity, according to 
the German professor, for he declares 
that fresh desires are generated by 
the gratification of every old one, and 
he adds that the whole Finance Mivis- 
ters, upholsterers and confectioners. of 
inodern Europe in joint-stock company 
could not uadertake to make one 
shoe-black happy for more than an hour 
or two; the said shoe-black having “a 
soul quite other than his stomach, and 
requiring for his permanent satisfaction 
and saturation, simply this allotment 
no more and no less: God's inginite 
universe altogether to himself ; therein 
to enjoy infinitely.” 

Acursory glance at the subject would 
make us fancy that wealth alone is the 
magic key by which the portal of earth- 
ly bliss may be opened, but although 
there is no doubt that its possession 
cay do much towards enabling us to 
gratify our passion for comfort, yet 
even this desideratum will not procure 
uualloyed satisfaction for everyone. A 
man’s notions of happiness are to a 
certain extent g-verned by his environ- 
ment ; and to a {ted Indian accustomed 
to the free untrammelled existence of his 
native woods and prairies, the advant- 
ages of a house in Mayfair or Belgravia, 
and a box at the opera would seem 
very much overrated ; whilst, on the 
contrary, to an individual trained from 
his earliest days to a life of every 
material luxury, the calm joys of the 
recluse and ascetic would probably be 
utterly incomprehensible. ‘The low 
standard of well-being which some 
people attribute to the so-called Bohe- 
mian would meet with no approval 
from the Philistine, who would indeed 
regard it almost as a return to savagery, 
after his own highly developed condi- 
tion of physical indulgence. 

‘Nhe old Epicurean maxim of ‘'em- 
perance seems to us the one golden 
rule, the following out of which 
might enable every mortal more near- 
ly to “get the best of it” than 
any other recipe recommended for the 
same result, Unfortunately the real 
meaning of Epicureanism is as little 
understood now-a-days, as that other 
system of Platonic friendship, that has 
become identified with a peculiar form 
of intimacy of which poor Plato never 
dreamed ; and numbers of people would 
be quite scandalised at the idea of 
modelling their lives on the plan of a 
philosopher who is generally considered 
to have been no better than he should 
be. It would no doubt be quite an 
awakening to them to be told that, 
although Epicurus declared as his un- 
qualified opinion that Pleasure entirely 
constituted Happiness, aud that there- 
fore the former was to be unremittingly 
pursued by mankind, yet he added the 
wise dictum that, as happiness is not 
the enjoyment of the moment but of 
the whole life, we should all try to 














equalise but not intensify it, and be 
firmly convinced of the necessity for 
moderation in all our pleasures, instead 
of over-working them to-day to an 
extent that will bring satiety to-morrow. 
"The luxury of the Epicurean system 
has often been quoted, but as a matter 
of fact, the philosopher preached inces- 
santly that contentment with a little 
was the greatest good. It is quite true 
that he recommended men to multiply 
their enjoyments in every possible way, 
but he also urged them to endeavour 
to live as simply as possible, not 
only as a means of thus being able 
to “lay by for a rainy day,” but 
also as an enhancement to occasional 
pleasures which he considered would be 
more appreciated because of theirvariety. 
‘There is no doubt that the way to get 
the best of it is to adopt this wise course; 
intellectually and socially we are all far 
too apt to overtax our powers and un- 
derrate our advantages; and moderation 
and content are texts the necessity for 
whose application we are too fond of 
ianoring. ‘The splendid optimism of| 
Horace and Browning is unknown to 
most of us; and the advent of a néw} 
prophet—“a happy tempered bringer 
of the best out of the worst ”"—would 
indeed be an everlasting benefit to 
mankind at large, if he would show us 
how to attain absolute satisfaction ; and 
there is little fear but that we should 
all have discovered a short cut to an 
earthly Elysium, if we could each one 
of us echo from our hearts the poet's 
words : 
I find earth not grey but rosy, 
Heaven not grim but fair of hue, 
DoT atoop? I pluck a posy. 
Do I stand and stare? All’

not (at the instance of M. Clémenceau) place 
the naval forces under the military comman- 
ders in the Dahomey operations. "The Cham. 
ber supported M.° Clémenceau; but M. 
Cavaignae would not yield and had to go.

CHENTU. 


(PROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
A SZECHUAN WINTER. 

‘The wise man must have had some exper- 
ience of such climate as we boast of in 
Szechuan before he penned those beautiful 
words foundin the 11th chap, of Ecclesiastes: 
“Truly the light is sweet, and a pleasant 
thing it is for the eyes to behold the sun.” 
In no part of the world is light searcer or 
sweeter than here from October to March, 
and gleams of joy run through all hearts 
when “ruddy Phabus” deigns to brighten 
up a stray morning. - A winter in Szechuan 
needs to be experienced to be appreciated. 
Long in October an impalpable hazy cloud 
oversprends the never too blue sky, 
thickens, condenses, breaks, and. preci 

tes a woolly and wet fleece that 
ike glue, By a merciful arrange- 
ment there is an occasional dissolving, and 
stars and mooon glint bashfully in a semi- 
pellucid atsmophere. Cloud-land would 
have been a far more appropriate name for 
the province than the one given. There 
has not been a wet rain for four months, 
only afew flakes of snow, and very lit 
ice. On the whole the winter has been 
endurable and we now look for brighter 
days and more warmth. One thing can 
be said in favour of the climate, we are 
not subject to cold or hot winds. ‘There is 
seldom more than a gentle zephyr. 


Nor so BAD. 
Chentu has its attractions, even for a 
foreigner. We have one of the best city 
walls in China, and the surface very wide 
and smooth—quite as smooth as the Shang- 
hai Band. If one is inclined he may walk 
nearly the whole cireuit of the city upon the 
wall, & distance of ten miles; then around 
the city are wide pleasant pathways skirting 
artificial rivers which converge and diverge 
according to prearranged plans. Unendinz 
sweeps of paddy fields are in every direc- 
tion ; myriads of cedn 
Inom up, hiding old and famous templ 
Every well-to-do farmer has a dense grove 
about his farm house, and it i it 
a mud white-washed wal 
of Chentu aro also attra: 1g 
in profusion all the handicrafts of China 
and many from Europe. The people are 
so well disposed that a foreign dressed 
gentleman can go through ‘the busiest 
streets without provoking more than a 
gentle smile, and an occasional Yengyin. 


CHARACTERISTIC. 

Chentu has a large and fairly well 
equipped arsenal, The machinery must 
have cost a fabulous sum, and the trans- 
port a heavy item, The genial manager 
took the writer all over the establishment’, 
and made sundry remarks complimentary 
and otherwise upon its management. Much 
of the machinery is rusty, broken, and in a 
languishing condition. Very little is done 
ft present except the making of caps and 
cartridges. I remarked to my new friend 
that it would be a happy day for the city 
when there were several railroads, to bring 
the machinery and such things as are 
needed. He looked a little facetious and 
said in broken English, “Ithink you and 
I will be dead then.”

In my former correspondence I wrote 
you of the march of the “ ever victorious” 
army through the streets of Nanking. 
I made mention of eight charactera dressed 
as foreigners representing General Gordon 
and others. Sinee writing the above your 
correspondent has been permitted an inter- 
view with one of the officials in charge of 
the parade, I learn throug! that the 
eight foreigners referred to above did not 
represent General Gordon and others with 
him, but represented the eight rebel Ge- 
nerals that surrendered to Gordon on the 
condition that they had their liberty, this 
being sanctioned by Li Hung-chang. They 
were afterwards most brutally 
MURDERED 
by his order, The official said that Li 
Hung-chang promised they should not 
be executed as criminals, but made no 
promise that their lives would not be 
required as a penalty for taking up arms as 
leaders in s rebellion against the guvern- 
He further stated that H.R. Li 
provided a feast for these rebel Generals, 
and while they were feasting and drinking, 
at a given signal, they were dashed upon 
from behind and murdered.

There is 
no willingness, except on the part of a 
few daring church-going people and the 
ministers, to speak out for greater justice 
or at least a fuller discussion of the very 
delicate question. ‘The leading Senator from 
this section, Senator Stanford, is well 
known to be in favour of utilising the 
Chinese labourers, and in fact does so all the 
time, and yet when he goes to Washington, 
he votes with the rest for passing la 
aiming at the restriction and even expulsi 
of these same labourers. There are at this 
time up country a great lack of labourers 
to carry on the agricultural and other 
speculations, the price for European work- 
man and tillers of the soil being too large 
to pay “the spec.” The next few months 
will disclose odd outcomes to the much- 
boasted liberty which only America has 
claimed to possess on all the round sphere 
of this earth. No one 
law passed iast year is constitutional or 
not, and there is little chance to have it 
decided by the Supreme Court before the 
hard features will go into force. The 
Supreme Court of the United States will 
likely adjourn before next May, and yet 
next May is the limit of the time for allow- 
ing the Chinese to take out theic certificates.

AND JAPANESE. 

It also seems quite likely that the Japa- 
nese labourers will be treated much like 
the Chinese labourers, and the impression 
on the self-assertive, self-conceited people 
of Japan, or rather we should say the 
Japanese officials, will not be favourable to 
the friendly relations of the two countries. 
Up to the present the United States have 
been looked upon by Japan as a true 
friend and a dear neighbour but when the 
rebuff comes there will bea speedy reaction, 
and the past friend will be transformed 
into a much hated foe. The last two Min- 
isters to Japan have been from the Pacific 
Coast, and though no serious collision has 
come, the friendliness certainly could hardly 
be as deep as with the other Ministers in 
previous years, Already the Japanese Im- 
perial authori 
their provincial officers to forbid the people 
from emigrating to other countries, and so 
far, so good, But any day there may 
come a sudden agitation—it arbitrary hasty 
action can be called agitation—to keep out 
all Orientals, and then for a few hundreds

SILVER, 

It does not yet clearly appear that the 
present Congress will stop purchases of 
silver. If not, this will be another very 
goodreason foranearly Session, for although 
it is said by the Republicans that the De- 
mocrats are not good financiers, I believe 
they are wise enough to recognise the 
necessity of stopping our extravagant silver 
purchases as soon as possible. 

PENSION REFORSt 
is certainly progressing. None of the 
Bills now before Congress treating of 
the subject may pass, but the country 
is demanding relief’ from the enor- 
mous payments to undeserving pensioners 
and it will not be long before some radical 
changes in the pension-roll will be made. 
The amendments recently offered by Re- 
presentative O'Neil of Massachusetts are 
worthy of approval, but it is doubtful if the 
present Congress will adopt them. ‘The 
purport of them is to forbid payments to 
men who are not suffering from wounds 
received in the service and who enjoy a 
good income, and that women who married 
Veterans after the war shall not enjoy 
widows’ pensions. The present pension 
system is w most gigantic imposition upon 
he American people, 
‘THE WHISKY TAX. 

It is generally supposed that one of the 
wreat sources of revenue next year will be 
the increased tax on whisky. It is pro- 
posed to increase it from 90 cents to $1. 
per gallon, But the Bill will not pass at this 
Session of Congress and the distillers are 
accumulating whisky on a large scale and 
in such a manner as will make it very 
dificult indeed to wpply the tax to it. 
Already, it is said, there are 200,000,000 
gallons inthe country, of which 130,000,000 
are in bond. If all this whisky in bond is 
withdrawn and the present tax paid, the 
government would derive no increased re- 
venue from whisky for two years, because 











the distillers would run off the stock on | Fe) 


hand and imanufacture no new whisky 
during that time, or until the supply is 
exhausted. ‘The tax ought to be increased 
now if at all, and the distillers would not 
seriously object, if at the same time, all 
illicit stills ‘and ‘moonshiners” could be 
shut down, But with an increased tax the 
temptation to run stills on the quict be- 
comes greater, and a clear profit of a dollar 
a gallon is no small item in the business, 
The famous Whisky Trust pool hus 
collapsed,and the wildest excitement pre- 
vailed on the New York Stock Exchange 
where whisky certificates fell off seventeen 
points in two days, making a break of 48 
points within a few months. But the general 
market was not seriously affected by the 
collapse of the whisky boom, as it might 
have been had there been less confidence, 
in the financial outlook generally.

It was reported 
that 20,000 feet of the roof had collapsed, 
and forthwith every available man was put 
to work shorelling snow from the roofs of 
the large buildings.

The effect of the mishap may be to delay 
somewhat the installation of the exhibits 
in that building.

om . TRAFFIC. 


‘The transportation of merchandise from 
China and Sapan consigned to this country 
over the Canadian ic Railway, has 
interfered somewhat with the railway in 
terests of the U.S. and the subject is 
receiving attention in Congress. ‘The Pre- 
sident has discussed the matter in a special 
message, and an order is to be issued to 
Consuls nt Vancouver and Montreal to the 
effect that cars containing foreign merch- 
andise destined for this country are unly to 
be sealed by them personally. Inasmuch 
as it is impossible for Consuls to attend 
personally to the sealing of the cars, the 
effect of this regulation will be that foreign 
goods, except those originating in Canada, 
will be examined at the Canadian border, 
and as this involves unloading the cars, it 
is believed that it will interfere somewhat 
with the trattic over the ©. P.R. The 
regulation is proper enough, for it only 
juires that goods coming in by the 
C. P. R. shall be examined at the frontier, 
in the same manner as when they arrive at 
a seaport for transportation over our own 
lines. Lower freight rates over the C.P.R. 
have given that line an advantage oj 

















AMERICAN TIN.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTE. 


(Specially translated for the North-China 
Herald.) 


12th January. 


The Prefect of Shun T‘ien reports that 
more than two inches of snow has fallen at 


Peking. 
By Imperial Edict His Majesty orders 
that extra supplies of grain be issued to 
the Government Charitable Establishments 
of Peking. The Prefect of Shun Tien 
represents that the season of bitter cold 
has now arrived and in view of the hard- 
ships of the poor we command that, beyond 
the regular supplies of grain, 400 piculs of 
pauicled millet be issued to the Tzi Shan 
‘Tang, and 300 piculs of the same grain to 
each of the two distributing stations P'u 
Chi T’ang and Kung Te Lin, 

DECREE. 

‘The Censor Chéng Ssii-ho requests us to 
give orders for the proper observance of the 
prescribed style and forms in literary essays 
and forthe prevention ofabusesin connection 
with the examinations, ‘The essays should 
be composed in clear and sober terms and 
no wild writing should be permitted. | The 
precautions taken in the examination halls 
should be effective. It is highly improper 
that abuses such as are mentioned by the 
Censor, namely the exchange of papers and 
the personation of candidates, should exist. 
—Let the Boari of Ceremonies at once draw 
attention to the prohibition of these mal- 
practices, and let stringent proclamations be 
tasted before each examination, These rules 
must not be disregarded. 

Memorial from Yang Ch‘ang-chiin, Go- 
ernor-General of Kansu and Shensi, ask- 
for an increase in the estimates for the 
courier service of Kansu. He represents 
that the original amount allowed was 
Tis. 257,000 a year. ‘The Mahommedan 
rebellion’ disorganised the service, and 
subsequently in 1883 a reduced amount 
was allotted—of Tis. 106,000 and food 
and fodder—which was’ sulfticient at 
the time, as the military establishment 
supplemented the ordinary couriers, etc, 
But now that affairs have resumed ‘their 
regular footing and new administrative 
districts have been formed in the West, 
Ili; Kashgar, ete., the estimate is found to 
be too low, and much expense and trouble 
is inflicted upon the local officials, who 
dare not delay publi despatches or neglect 
to furnish means of transit to travelling 
officials. This year the international oom- 

ications on ‘the southern borders of 

shgar have entailed a great amount of 
postal work, important despatches passing 
in great numbers. 

Memorialist recommends that the amount. 
of 135,300 taels, besides food and fodder, 
be allowed from the beginning of next 
yest. The extra sum will be paid out of 

receipts.—Rescript: Let the Board 
concerned report.

DECREE. 

Some time since the Manchu Brigade- 
General of Kueihuach‘éng (in the north 
of Shansi), K‘uei Ying, meiorialised us 
denouncing the Acting Prefect of Kuei- 
huach‘éng, Chang Hsin-t‘ai, for wanton 
oppression of the people and construction 
of illegal instruments of torture, We gave 
orders for Chang Hsin-t'ai to be deprived 
of his rank and handed over to the Acting 
Governor of Shansi, Hu Ptin-chih, for 
trial. Hu P‘in-chih now reports that the 
charge of illegal taxes and extortion cannot 
be sustained, but with regard to the intro 
duction of implements of torture, Chun; 
Hsin-t‘ai did make use of a three-hole 
cangue on one occasion as a special punish- 
meut, Hu P'in-ckih is of opinion that 
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this cannot be considered equivalent to 
illegal cruelty and begs us to remit his 
degradation of rank and to allow him to be 
presented in audience by the Board of Civil 
Office. 

His Majesty refuses to remit this punish- 
ment, as the use of the three-holed cangued 
was undoubtedly illegal, and continues :-— 

The Governor in a postscript memorial 
submits a request that we will instruct 
the Brigade-General that future cases be- 
tween Mongols and Chinese must be left 
to the district official to settle, and that he 
should not take upon himself to depute 
officers to take part with the said official in 
the investigation. If the official show any 

rtiality in the trial he should report 
fim to the Governor, who will, if he fin 
him in fault, denounce him to the Throne. 

We hereby command that all public 
business betiveen these officials (the Man- 
chu Brigade-General_and the Chinese 
Governor) shall according to precedent be 
transncted in a friendly, upright manner 
in consultation. Let there be uo obstinacy 
of opinion to the detriment of the affairs 
of Government, —Let the Board concerned 
take note.

DECREE. 

‘The Supervising Censor ‘Hung Liang- 
p‘in having denounced Hsiieh Chiin, Assis- 
tant Reader of the Grand Secretariat, for 
joining with Tu Ch‘iian in certain turbulent 

proceedings, in Peking, we, deputed He 
Pung and Hwai T’a-pu to investigate the 
matter. ‘These officials now report that 
Hsiich Chiin has had no dealings with Tu 
Ch‘iian and the charge is dismissed. 

The suspended sub-prefect ‘Tu Ch'iian 
having earned himself a nick-name and 
having associated with the underlings of 
the Board of Punishments has disgraced 
his cloth. Let him be immediately deprived 
of his rank and, as proposed, receive 60 
blows with the heavy bamboo and Ih 
banished for one year. On the expirat 
of the period of one year let him be taken 
to his uative place, there to be kept under 
strict surveillance by the local officials and 
not parasite to come to Peking to make 
trouble.

FUNDS FOR FRONTIER DEFENCE. 

The Governor of Kiangsu states that in 
the year 1880, when large sums of money 
became immediately necessary for the de- 
fence of the northern and eastern frontiers, 
the province of Kiangsu was required to 
furnish annually from its Jikin receipts a 
sum of eighty thousand taels. He is now 
sending to Peking mercantile bills of ex- 
change for the second half of this year's 
subsidy. 

CHINKIANG OPIUM DUTY. 

Since the time when the additional im- 
port duty began to be levied by the 

ustoms, it has been the rule that this 
duty and likin must be retained in the 
treasury of the Custom House which 
collected them till ivstructions arrive 
from the Board of Revenue #s to the 
disposal of the money. A report of the 
sums collected must also be furnished to 
the Throne at the termination of every 
three months, During the third quarter 
of last year the receipts at Chinkian; 
amounted to Tis. 22,023 on account o} 
duty, and Tis. 58,729 on account of likin. 
Of these two sums there remains, after the 
payments which have been made from 
them, a balance of Tis. 29,534.

IMPERIAL GIFT TO THR POOR, 
Her Majesty the Empress Dowager is 
aware that the excessive rains this year 
have caused more than ordinary distress 
among the poor people of the metropolitan 
refecture and the rest of the province of 
hibli. She is deeply moved by the 
thoughts of the sufferings which they must 
endure at the present season of severe 





cold, She therefore has desired the Em- 
peror to bestow upon them a sum of twenty 
thousand taels from the privy purse. In 
making known this Decree His Majesty 
commands the high authorities of the 
metropolis and the proviuce to select trust- 
worthy officers who shall visit the different 
localities and take means to ensure that the 
imperial bounty reaches those for whom it 
is intended, in accordance with the bene- 
ficent wishes of Her Majesty. 





INSURRECTION SUPPRESSED IN KUANGTUNG. 


The high authorities at Canton state that 
in Lienp‘ing Chou, which is part of Hui- 
chou Fu, there is a small market town 
called Chunghsin Hsii. In this neighbour- 
hood there is a stream, large enough for 
boat traftic, and used by the country folk 
to water ‘their fields. One village. is 
inhabited by people of the name of Wu, a 
numerous and turbulent clan; who long 
madethemselves a general pest, by damming 
up the river and exacting large sums of 
money from those who wished to make 
use of it or its water. The magistrate 
heard of this and forced them to re-open 
the channel ; but they afterwards secretly 
stopped it again. A little while later 
a gentleman was killed while travelling 
onthe high road. ‘The assassins were arrest- 
ed, and confessed that they had been 
bribed by some of the Wu clan to com- 
mit the murder, because the gentleman 
had aided the magistrate in opening the 
river. The magistrate sent his police to 
apprehend the instigators of the crime ; 
but the people of the clan would not give 
them up. ‘They had even the auda- 
city to man an old fort, which stood 
within the enclosure of ‘their village ; 
and opening fire upon ‘the officers, Hey 
drove them away from the place.” This 
having Leen reported by the magistrate, 
the Governor-General took counsel with 
the provincial commander-in-chief and sent 
a body of troops under the connnand 
of a colonel to aid the magistrate in 
restoring order. The commanders of the 
expedition were instructed to arrest the 
principal offenders, but not to let their men 
enter the village unnecessarily. They were 
also given a proclamation sealed by the 
Governor-General in which a warning and 
an exhortation were addressed to the 
gentry of the locality. But the chief of 
the Wu family was unable to control his 
younger relatives, who called to their aid 
all the lawless characters of a neighbour- 
ing village as well as. number of regular 
rubbers. Then, having forced the weak 
and the peaceable to join in the rising, 
they became bold enough to march out and 
confront the troops. ‘The latter remained 
motionless until they were attacked at 
close quarters, when they beat off their 
assailants and killed some of the fiercest 
of them. After this check the insurgents 
retreated to their village, which they con- 
tinued to guard, merely sending out secret 
parties from time to time to rob and 
plunder on the roads. The people of the 
district were moved to indignation and 
desired that au assault should be made 
upon the village. ‘The memorialists, how- 
ever, knew that the leaders in the insurroc- 
tion were really but few in number ; and 
they thought that, if an attack were 
made, these men might manage to escape, 
while the quiet and harmless folk would 
be terrified. They therefore determined 
that the troops should remain yuict and 
overawe the people till they gave up their 
arms and surrendered their lenders. At 
the same time they increased the number 
of the soldiers by some troops which the 

ordered up from Ch'aochou Fu. Alarmed 
at the magnitude of the force uow arrayed 
against them, those who had come from 
other villages now began secretly to return 
to their homes, while those of the 

itself who had joined in the affair unwill- 
ingly, took courage from the proclamations 
which wero issued and dissuaded their 
friends from continuing the insurrection, 

















Taking advantage of this state of things, 
the officials and trovps succeeded in arrest 
ing or securing the surrender of twenty- 
nine prisoners, some belonging to the place 
itself and some to the edjacent villages. 
OF these, the most important offenders, 
six in number, were taken to Huichou 
Fu for trial. The remainder having been 
examined and found not to have actually 
fought against the troops were. merelj 

flogged and then allowed -to he release 

on bail. ‘The arrest was further effected 
of five or six other men who were 
more or less implicated in the murder 
of the gentleman, as above narrated. 
These were reserved for trial by the ma- 
gistrate. Rewards also have been issued 
for the apprehension of certain other offen- 
ders who have so far escaped. "The village 
fort was built many years ago for the 
protection of the placa ; but on account of 
its misuse in the present instance, orders 
have been given for it to be rased to the 
ground ; and the people have surrendered 
about two hundred fire arms which were 
in their possession. ‘The river dam belong- 
ing to the Wu clan has been reduced to its 
original dimensions. ‘They may maintain 
it as it is, but they must not increase it or 
impede the water-way. In closing this 
report the memorialists state that perfect 
tranquillity prevails again, and every effort 
will be madé to discover: and arrest the 
missing offenders. 


FRONTIER DEFENCE FUNDS. 

‘The Canton province has been required 
in the past year to furnish ls. 200,000 for 
military expenditure on the frontiers. 
The Governor-General announces that he 
is now paying the lust instalment of this 
amount, namely Ts. 40,000. ‘The money 
has been delivered to native bankers, who 
have given. bills of exchange for the 
amount. ‘The bills have been entrusted 
to an officer who will proceed to Pekin, 
by ‘sea, and who, as soon as he has eashe 
them, will hand’ the money to the Board 
of Revenue.

New Slaughter House.—The following 
rt by the Inspector is ordered to be 
published. 
Shanghai, 6th March, 1893. 


Sin,—I have the honour to report for the 
information of the Municipal Council that the 


abattoir in Hongkew was opened on the Ist 
instant. I had previously obtained the pro- 
mise of the whole of the butchers to slaughter 


cattle there, but through some cause, not yet 
ascertained, they did not send anything to 
the slaughter-house. On the 2nd instant the 
Shanghai Butchery. sent 23 sheep and in 
formed me of their inability to send cattle, as 
the dealers refused to supply them, if the 
Deasts were killed at the Municipal slaughter- 
house. Accompanied by Mr. Gale, Detective 
Inspector Keeling, the native manager and 
shroff of the Butchery, and one native de- 
tective, at Mr, Gale's request I visited 
the bullock hongs at Pahsinjoh to test 
the truths of the refusal. to ‘supply, and 
although we saw at least 150 head of cattle 
in the several cowsheds and offered prices 
far above their market value were unable 
to purchase one. Returning to the Shanghai 
Butcheryat 10 p.m, Mr. Gate dispatched men 
into the country round Shanghai to find out 
if the boycott extended there and they 
succeeded in purchasing one bullock only, 
which was brought to the, slaughter-house 
and killed on the 3rd instant. On the follow- 
ing day Mr. Gale sent men to ‘Tanyang and 
other cattle districts and also to Chinklang, 
and on Sunday, as the dealers still refused to 
sell to the Butchery, and knowing the short 
supply of beef for his customers he dispatched 
a housebout to intercept all cattle coming to 
Shanghai by way of the Soochow Creek with 
the object of purchasing them. On leaving 
the Shanghai Butchery on the night of the 
2nd I proceeded to the Central Police Station 
and communicated, the foregoing facts to the 
Captain Superintendent of Police. It was 
then decided to place a constable on the 
bridges crosing the, Yangkingpang creck to 
event any beef slaughtered at Pahsinjoh 
reing brought into the Settlement, and on the 
following snoring I personally hotifed the 
butchers that they would not he allowed to 
bring into the market meat not killed at the 
Municipal slaughter-house. 
Striet orders were, given on the night of 
ft. MeEuen to the police to 
prevent any description of meat being brought 
into the Settlement, either from Pahsinjoh 
or Hongkew, and in consequence of some 
being turned back, the butchers at last came 
to the conclusion that it was not intended to 
play with them, 

On Sunday three of the butchers sent in 
cattle and sheep, and four others came to the 
slaughterhouse for licenses promising to send 
in their cattle at once. The butchers who 
had killed at the M. C, abattoir were then 
tupplied with passes to allow the meat killed 
at Pahsinjoh to be brought to their shops on 
the condition that no more cattle of any 
description for foreign consumption should 
be killed there, 

I take this opportunity to report that great 
credit is duo to Ais, Cale of th Shanghai 
Butchery for his efforts and assistance in 
breaking up the boycott, 

Finally I beg to suggest that the Council 
upply'to Capt MeLuen for 2 men to watel 
Pahsinjoh for a month ut least, so that no 
meat ftom it be allowed to be brought into 
the Settlements. I entertain the opinion, 
shared by the Shanghai Butchery, that the 
combination is now broken up. 

Perhaps I should mention that one reason 
for the boycott reported to me, was that the 
butchers threatened to decline to pay their 
accounts of 1892 if any cattle were sold to be 
Killed at the Municipal slaughter-house.

THE BANK OF CHINA, JAPAN, 
AND THE STRAITS, LD. 

‘The third ordinary general meeting of 
the Bank of China, Japan and the Straits, 
Limited, was held yesterday (9th Feb.), at 
the Cannon-street Hotel, uuder the pre- 
sidency uf Mr. William Keswick (the chair- 
man of the company). 

.. The notice convening the meeting having 
been read by the Secretary (Mr. Charles 
H. Campbell), 

‘The Chairman said: Gentlemen, it is a 
subject of regret to the board that, in meet- 
ing you on this occasion, they are unable to 
subinit to you a more satisfactory report and 
statement of accounts for the past year, and 
that results, when compared with two pre- 
vious returns, are not more favourable. | fee), 
however, in speaking to business men—and 
more especially to those who may be ac- 
quainted with the Exst—that they will find 
abundant explanation of the difference in 
the general course of events during the past 
twelve montha, and, particularly in the fall 
of fully 5d. per ounce in the value of silver, 
a reason for the unfortunate necessity we 
are under of transferring to profit and loss 
account the whole reserve fund, in addition 
to the profits of the year, in order to make 
provision for writing down exchange and 
for meeting depreciation on investments in 
India and in this couutry. ‘The accounts 
have been in your hands, and I will go 
through the items which are in the general 
balance-sheet. ‘The first matter which calls 
for remark is that of the fixed deposit 
account, ‘The amount, you will observe, is 
£1,487,556, and last year at the same time it 
was about £1,400,000 ; so that the increase 
is about, in round figures, £80,000. Over 
£100,000 of those deposits are in silver ; 
the balance in gold. The bills payable, you 
willobserve, represent but a small amount— 
£89,308, The figures brought down until 
to-day, for instance, would take off from 
that £20,000 to £25,000. Last year at the 
sante time the amount was £948,000, ‘They 
‘are due to acceptances and various things 




















that we had become responsible for: Loans 
and London bankers’ acceptances amount 
to £346,411. These are, of course, bor- 
rowings upon securities held by the bank. 
Otier liabilities, including current trausac- 
tions in transit with branches, £551,247, 
are due, in a great measure, to the fact 
that in the East we close our financial year 
on 31st October and the inter-branch opera 
tious have tu be carried, on both sides of 
the account, into entries of this nature. 
‘They do not represent anything that calls 
for remark. On the assets side you will 
observe Indian Government Rupee Paper 
as valued at 63, roughly ; to-day’s value is 
65. Indian Government Paper held in India 
and in transit at current rates, £244,168. 
‘That is not an investment in the strict sense 
of the term, because it is used for purposes 
of exchange, and is answering the pur- 
pose of bills of exchange It is simply 
money in transit, and it is not subject to 
any speculative change, and is not a specu- 
lative investment whatever. Investments 
made in London (£38,718) represent various 
things iu which, as a trust and loan com- 
pany, we became interested before the 
institution became a bank, The advances 
against securities are, of course, the amounts 
which are in the East. Bills receivable and 
other agsets are it: cv entries to 
this on the other ‘Deposit exper 
are expenses in conuection with the deposits 
received. 

‘Turning to the profit and loss account, 
the first item is the expenses of manage- 
ment at the head office. ‘These expenst 
are, of course, greater than they were I 
year. We have additional expenses 
regard to changes that have occurred 
our staff; also, we have opeued a branch 
in Calcutta, from which we hope good 
things. Generally, there is an increase 
in that amount, and probably, if the ex- 
tension of business which we anticipate 
takes place, that amount will still further 
rather tend against the bank. Other items 
are interest on fixed deposits, taxes, and 
so on. The amount appropriated to 
writing down the entire funds of the 
bank in the Ea-t to the value of 3s. for 
the dollar and Is. 4}d. for the rupee 
amounts to £226,235. You will remember 
that I last year sid the rave of exchange 
at which the bank’s balance in the Kast 
was taken over was a fraction over 3s, 5d. 
per dollar—a rate higher than provailed, 
and due to the cost at which our funds 
were placed in the Kast ; and the same re- 
mark might now be made on these rates, 
which, notwithstanding that s» much has 
beon written off, are still too high. The 
gross receipts of the bank show well; they 
are £132,994 8s. 6d. It is unfortunate 
that these accounts look so bad ; but it is 
necessary you should bear in mind that we 
started originally as a trust and loan com- 
pany, aud our losses are in connection with 
the exchange. Its business was chiefly 
lending money on mortgage and making 
advances on securities. Iu carrying out 
such business, loans on mortgage were made. 
in India, Singapore, Penang, China, and 
Japan for fixed periods, aud consequently, 
until the expiration of the terms arranged 
for nothing could be dove to save the 
money so advanced froin the effects of a 
deprecistion in silver by the earlier c 
version of silver funds into sterling 
money. The security we possessed in 
these mortgages, aud also the rated of 
interest, were quite satisfactory, but the 
money was subject Lo the disastrous fall in 
the exchange which has ensuec. Now, of 
course, when the trust and loan company 
has become a bank, no renewals are taking 
place, and every effurt is being made to 
bring the entire assets of the bauk into a 
liquid state, so as to confine its operations 
strictly to banking, and to eliminate as far 
as practicable from our operations the riske 
attending long-period obligations. You 
will have noticed the remark in the report 
that on some of our advances in China 
there would be at the moment, were 

















































































accounts to be instantly closed, some 
deficiency. The securities held are interest 
bearing, and are improving in value, and I 
would mention, as accounting for the dis- 
apperrance of the margin at one tine 
possessed, that the absconding of the com- 
pradore of the largest banking institution 
in the East had a most depressing eff ct on 
all securities, and that it is tothe influence, 
indicectly, of this event that our managers 
attribute what they term the undue de- 
preciation of the securities in their hands, 
but on which they do not expect there will 
be any loss, 

‘The gross earnings of the year are, in 
round figures, £133,000, aud the net profit 
is £34,840; and both, I think you will 
agree with me, indicate satisfactorily the 
earning power of the bank ins year that has 
abounded “in difficulties. Under ordinary 
circumstauces and favourable conditions, 
there is no reason to doubt the power ol 
the bank tu realise the expectations of its 
shareholders, and to satisfactorily fill the 
place in Eastern banking that is open to 
it, In India, where the scope of its opera- 
tions is greatest, the directors have opened 
a branch in Calcutta, which they have 
reason to believe will be of considerable 
advantage to the bank. ‘The strength of 
the bauk is not open to doubt, Our paid- 
up capital is, in round figures, £250,000, 
and the uncalled £1,750,000. ‘The greater 
part of our deposits is’ for long periods, 
the amounts are well spread, and our 
depositors, convinced of the absolute and 
overwhelning security they possess in the 
assets aud capital of the bank, continue 
to give us satisfactory assurances of their 
contidence. With the extension of busi- 
ness to which the directors look for- 
ward, it may be necessary, somewhat Inter 
in this year, to increase the paid-up capital ; 
but this will only be done if found clearly 
desirable, and, under any circumstance, the 
amount will not exceed 203. per shar 
payable by instalments, of which due notice 
will be given, Ihave endeavoured, geutle- 
men, in these remarks to place before you, 
in as clear a manner as possible, the position 
of affairs as it is viewed by the board, and 
in doing so it has been ay desire to enable

Mr. Egbert Iveson seoonded the motion, 

Mr. Worley asked what was the amount 
of directors’ fees. 

The Chairman said the articles of associa- 
tion entitled the directors to £3,000 per 
annum and « contingent amount on protits 5 
but they lad ouly taken £2,600. 

‘Me, Worley said the amount charged on 
fixed deposits acemed to average 5 per 
cent.; but he did not think they could 
afford to pay more than 4 por cent. as a 
maximum, He thought the directurs bad 
acted wisely in writing down the funds in 
the Eust ; but it was very unfortunate that 
they should have all the reserve fund go in 
one fell swoop.

He thought it would 
be well to have the funds taken at a fixed 
rate infuture, With regard to the founders, 
it appeared that in good times they reaped 
the benefit, but in bad times they had no 
share in the losses. 

‘The Chairman remarked that half of the 
reserve fund, which was now, unfortunately, 























wiped out, belonged to the founders under 
the articles, It would undoubtedly: be 
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desirable if a fixed rate of exchange could 
be arranged, and perhaps, now they had gut 
to what could not be considered a high rate, 
that might be taken as the basis ou which 
acovunis in the future should be made up, 
with a provision, however, that if the rate 
were Jower, out of the profit and loss ac- 
count there should be a contribution either 
to a fund to meet depreciation in exchange 
or to a reserve fund specially. Replying 
toa shareholder, who asked x question in 
respect to the holdings of the board, and 
said eome shares transferred to him ‘were 
dxted from the office in Princes-street, the 
Chairman said the directors, instead of 
having reduced their holdings, had in- 
creased them. The bank ‘ime had 
instructions to sell shares, but it did not 
follow that because they were from 
the office they lud belonged to the direc- 
tors, of avy one e nnected with them. 
(Hear, hear.) As to the expenses, it should 
hot be overlooked that the bank 
great many establishments and agen 
different parts of the field tivey covered. 

After a short further discussion, the 
motion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. H. D. Stewart proposed the re- 
election of the retiring directors (Mr. 
Keswick and Mc. -F. D. Sassoon), and the 
motion was carried, 

‘The auditors (Messrs ‘Turquand, Youngs 
and Co.) were re-elected, on the motion of 
‘Mr. Sainpson Hanbury. 

The proceedings then closed with a vote 
of thanks to the chairman, moved by Mr, 
Worley.

‘To presenting the 20th Annual Report with 
statement of Accounts for the year endin 
December 8st, 1892, the Directors have imu 
pleasure in again congratulating the share- 
holders on the very favourable position of the 
Company, the accounts continuing to show a 
steady inérease in the business. 

‘The net profit for the year, taking the 
usual ordinary items, is Tis. 56,854.71, but 
the Directors have thought it advisable to 
allow Tis, 2,500 as the probable loss by the 
‘New Oriental Bank Corporation, Ltd., thus 
reducing the amount to ls. 48,354,71, from 
which must be deducted ‘Tis, 12,000 dividend 
for the half year ending June 30th 1892, paid 
in July last, and ls. 19,380,52, written off 











for’ depreciation on land, buildings, plant 
ete. Ww 


‘The balance carried forwar 
unt is Tis. 24,644,41, out of which the 
idend for the six mouths ending December 
paid in January last. 

‘AS usual a large amount hus becu written 
off for depreciation, purticularly from plant 
avcount, the whole cost of additions to inaius 
during the year being taken off. ‘The laying 
of the new maiv, alluded to in last year's 
report ag being necessary for the supply of 
the district north of the Soochow Creek, 
was completed last month, 

‘The increase in the consumption of gas ix 
highly satisfactory, being 7.27% wot including 
the French Settlement; this is the largest 
percentage in any year, with one ex 
Since 1883. The French Settlement being a 
new district the percentage of increave there 
is naturally greater than in the older district, 
and the Directors hope for a still further 
expansion in that quarter. ‘The consumption 
among the Chinese is steadily improving, the 
receipts from this source being neatly’ 14% 
greater than in 1891, and it is reasonable to 
expect that with lower price and the mea 
sures taken to make the advantage of using 

18 more generally known among the natives, 
{the consuinption will be considerably extended 
among them. 5 

From the Ist of January, 1893, the price to 
both Municipalities and to private consumers 

been again reduced, and is now 81.85, 
with a discount of 8% for cash, to consumers 
of 20,000 cubic feet and upwards monthly, 
arid an additional 5% to those whose average 
monthly consumption for twelve months is 
50,000 eubie feet and upwards. 

Gas Engines.—There are now 20 of these 
in use, and the price of gas supplied to thom 
has vlso been reduced, to $1.65 per 1,000 
cubic feet, with an allowance of 5% for 50,000 
fect and upwards per month. ‘The consump- 
tion in 1892 was 860,000 fect greater than in 
1891, which in its turn was 600,000 in excess 
of 1890. 

Cooking Stoves. —There are as yet very few 
of these in use, which is somewhat to be 
wondered at, as with the very low price for 
the gas they are economical for small house- 
holds and wxceeding y convenient, “The same 
may be said of heating stoves, and it is 
hoped that there will be a greater demand 
for both. 

‘The coal carbonised .was 1,000 tons more 
than in 1801, and the gos produced, over 
9,200,000 enbie feet more. 

The receipts from residual products were 
Tis. 3,751.82 greater than in the preceding 
twelve months. 

‘The new holder has now been in use for 
some time and the total storage capacity is 
320,000 cubic feet.

Then the band played the very sparkling 
overture specially arranged for the occasion 
by Commr. Vela, and including, like a 
pantomime overture at home, the airs of 
the principal songs in the bur-lesque. Tt 
was attentively listened to and warmly 
applauded ; and then came the burlesque 
itself. 

‘When Shakespeare described the players 
as “the abstract and brief chronicles of the 
time,” he could not have been thinking of 
his own plays, the time of most of which 
was considerably before that of the poet. - 
But he might well say it of a burlesque 
45 presented by the Shanghai _A-D.C. 
Nothing notable occurs in Shanghai for 
& year or 80 before the production of an 
A.D.C. burlesque, that is hot introduced in 
the dialogue or in one of the topical songs. 
Thus The Zale of Tell Re-told became, 
like its predecessors, indeed an abstract, 
and brief chronicle of the time ; and a very 
fair history of the settlement and its pro- 
minent residents could be drawn up from a 
collection of the books of all the Tusleeaes 
that the A.D.C. has played in the last 
six-and-twenty years. To Mr. Playfair, 
H.B.M. Vice Consul, is due the writ- 
ing-up of the book and the songs, as 
well as the composition of the music to 
the song sung by Sarnem. Byron’s book, 
indeed, was generally retained ; but to 
Mr. Playfair entirely was due the intro- 
duction of Mr. Cook with Robin Hood 
and his companions, a pleasant if somewhat, 
incongruous addition to the old legend of 
‘Tell, and a much needed o} portunity toadd 
to the cast some who would otherwise have 
been unable to take an active part in the 
100th performance. We cannot say very 
much for the humour of the book of the 
burlesque, as in orig, or as amended, though 
there were many puns in it ; but the songs 
were full of interest, and the actors hud 
filled their parts with funny things, which 
kept the audience very happy. Since the 
days of Aristophanes, the unexpected has 
been one of the most prolific and reliable 
sources of delight in burlesque ; and the 
unexpected strikes the house into a general 
roar when the tyrant Gesler suddenly turns 
to the wronged and excited Emma, and 
says: “Hallo, Drummond, thought you 
were up-country !” 

Allok at the cast shows so many very 
good burlesque actors that it, was certain 

wt if the performance were not a great 
success, it would be the fault of the book, 
not of its interpreters. Mr. Wrongiman is 
thoroughly at home on the boards, he 
delivers his lines well, wears his clothes 
with an air of distinction, sings his 
songs so that every word tells, and i 
equally amusing when enterin, 
cycle, running away from the bear, tyran- 
ising over the Altorf villagers, or having 
a round with the gloves with Tell. Withal, 
he is a genial Gesler, and the stage 
is always the brighter for his presence 
on it, while he dances charmingly. Mr. 
Umber was a conscientiously Irvingesque 
Samem, a consistent creation that made 
a capital foil to those imps of bright- 
ness, Albert and Rosetta. His song, 
“Tm the Man behind the Door” was not 
50 attractive as some of the others ; but 
his imitation—to music in H. J. Sharp— 
of a well-known reciter's delivery of 











“ Kissing Cup's Race” was magnificent,-and 
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evoked a storm of applause. In Mr. Super 
and Mr. Frank the A.D.C. has its two lead- 
ing burlesque actors. They were both at 
their best on Wednesday. The former played 
Tell melodramatically, but not heavily so, 
‘and with excellent clearness of enunciation, 
that allowed the audience to catch every 
word of, and every point in, his dialogue 
and his numerous songs. Mr. Frank had 
a very heavy task in Albert Chevalier, and 
carried it off as lightly and easily as if it 
had but been a quarter of what it was. 
‘His lines were full of well-made. points, 
and his songs and dances were delightfully 
numerous, “and very varied. ‘Mrs. 
"Enery 'Awkins,” sung in coster costume, 
was magnificent ; so was the Vaccination 
Song, composed by M. Vela, each versemelt- 
ing into aserenade. All Mr. Frank's dances 
were thoroughly enjoyed, and the skirt 
dance with Rosetta had ‘to be repeated, 
so enthusiastically did the audience en- 
core it. Mr. Temple had two very 
pretty songs to sing as Erni, ‘Pretty, 
tender, blushing rose,” and ‘Dear little 
maid,” and he sung both so admirably 
that he enchanted the audience. Mr. 
Perforate, Mr, Dowlish, and Mr. Eggnog 
were most useful as the other three patriots, 
Furst, Melchtal, and Verner, singing, con: 
apiring, and dancing with equal zest. Miss 
Bore ‘Munday was simply immenso as 
Emm, in a very high forehead and a red- 
tip-tilted nose. The house screamed with 
lnughter at her, and indeed it was impos- 
sible not to, and when she went mad with 
straw in her hair, she was irresistible. 
Miss Polly Pembroke, who made her début 
in Shanghai: on Wednesday as Rosetta, 
cuptivated all hearts, A little beauty of the 
Minnie Palmer type, she flirted and sang 
and danced herself at once into the affec- 
tions of all on and off the stage, and she 
had merely to cross the stage at the back 
to bring a round of applause, ‘The Boar 
‘was anzextremely well-mannered one, and 
was evidently of those who only dance to 
the genteclest of tunes, 

‘The Robin Hood party, personally con- 
ducted by Mr. H, Morton’ as Mr. Thomas 
Cook, seemed to want a little more object, 
to be more intimately connected in some 
way with the story of play, Mr, G.L.U. 
Potts as Robin Hood, Mr. ‘T. Square as 
Little John, Mr. MeToddy as Allan-a- 
Dale, Mr. Henry Hampshire as Friar 
‘Tuck, and Miss Molecule as Maid Marian, 
were all good in their acting, business, 
costume, and make-up, and fan their 
choruses and danced well, Maid Marian 
having besides a very taking topical song, 
«Don't you believe it.” ‘Then there was a 
large and well-trained chorus, male and 
female; while a number of the veteran 
actors caused a great sensation by appearing 
in the last act as policemen. We have 
already mentioned some of the songs, and 
we may besides draw special attention to 
the topical duet, sung with inimitable 
effectiveness by Tell and Albert, ‘‘ When 
we are dead and gone;” to Gesler’s 
topical songs, “If you are anxious to get 
on” and ‘So you say,” the latter sung to 
‘a most original air by’A. S. Gatty ; and to 
‘Tell's teploal song, ‘ Wink the other eye,” 
which, though like many of the others en- 
cored two or three times, was still not long 
enough for the audience. Commander 
‘Vela deserves the very highest praise for 
the music throughout ; without unceasin, 
and ungrudging care on his part, it coul 
never have been brought to the excellence 
which it did attain. 

‘There is one great element in the success 
still to be mentioned, that is, the ballet, 
which has never been surpassed on the 
Shanghai boards. It was perfection. In 
Act II. there was a little dance of 
red-coated gnomes with red lanterns, 
in which Master Beau, as ‘Mephistopheles, 

ve a pas send so admirably that he 
fad to repeat it. Good as this inter- 
Iude was, it was only a foretaste of 
what was to come in the third act, 
in which the whole conps de ballet executed 

















a play of, woven paces and of waving hands, 
with wreaths of flowers and a maypole, 
which was incredibly well done. An equal 
number of girls and boys made up the 
corps de ballet, and they certainly gave 
the prettiest divertissement ever seen on 
our boards. There was an additional at- 
traction in the pas sev most prettily danced 
by an old favourite with a new name, Miss 
Sandy Grant. To Mr. Wynn, who arranged 
the ballets and incidental dances, trained 
the dancers, and took a lange share in the 
general management of the performance, 
too much praise and thanks cannot be 
given. 

Mr. Prophet's Swiss scenery, all new and 
all appropriate, was excellent, particularly 
the first scene in the second act, the Crags 
and Peaks. We have already praised the 
ballet master, Mr. Wynn ; it remains to 
acknowledge ‘a heavy indebtedness to 
Mr. Grove, the designer of the cos- 
tues, which were unusually brilliant and 
tasteful. Mr. Mann was equally use- 
fal and obliging with the lime light ; 
Mr. Fitz James, the prompter, must have 
done his work’ well, for there were no 
hitches on the stage, and he was not audi- 
ble in front. ‘The whole performance went 
on wheels ail the way, and the A.D.C. and 
the public, who had an exceptionally good 
evening's amusement—from 9 p m. to 0.30 
a.m.—are under deep obligation to the 
indefatigable secretary and stage manager, 
Mr. D. Munday. “There were several 
calls during the evening, the prominent 
actors as well as Mr. Prophet, Mr. Playfair, 
Mr. Wynn, and Mr. Munday, being s0 
honouréd, while just as the curtain fell a 
well-deserved bouquet was thrown from 
the dress circle to the blushing Rosetta, 

‘The burlesque is to’ be repeated to-mor- 
row, and it seems almost a pity that more 
than one more performance cannot be given 
of a play that has been so elaborately 
prepared and so successfully produced.

THE JUBILEE SCHOOL PROPOSAL. 


Yo the Editor of the 
Norrs-Cmxa Darcy News. 

S1x,—To eontinue, if you will permit 
me, my observations on this subject. ‘The 
Committee appointed to report to the Rate- 
payers within three months from their 
recent meeting as to what ought to be 
done, will have to be credited with » fair 
amount of previous knowledge of the differ- 
ent requirements of public and endowed 
schools ; of the 1 
seeondaty, and superior edueati 
the leading examples of success and failure 
in those departments, not only in our own 
quarter of the globe, but in Europe, India 
and America, 89 as to be able to give the 
Ratepayers means of deciding what and 
how much we should undertake with the 
financial resources destined to be applied 
for the object in view. 

‘Assuming on the 
‘a competent acquaintance with 
liminaries of the subject, they will be in a 
position to supply the Ratepayers at the 
outeat, with means of deciding at what 
ages, in what numbers approximately, and 
on what terms pupils shall be ndmitted to 
the benefits of the Institution ; what grades 
of instructors, and how many, by mesns of 
what outlay to be obtained, and at what 
rates of remuneration to be employed, they 
are to provide for, The question of fees 
to be paid by pupils, if the edneation to be 
supplied is not to be entirely gratuitous, 

































will necessarily form an important element 
in this branch of a very speculative under- 
taking. the policy of which the Ratepayers 
have to determine. 

“<The proper aim of charitable effort,’ 
as Dr. Benson, the Archbishup of Cauter- 
bury, observed the other day, ‘is to miti- 
gate human suffering, not to promote the: 








interests of this or that religious denomina- 
tion,’ Such being his theory, he urges the 
well-to-do to strengthen thoae older retiev- 
ing organivations whose eicienoy is demon- 
strated by long years of good work, rather 
than to bestow their money on experimental 
crudities whose acrobatic endeavours have 
yet to be justitied by results, ‘There would 
be uv hatin, of course, in assisting both sorte 
if funds were forthcoming, But experience 
conclusively proves that there ure fixed 
limits to the amount aunually availabie for 
charitable purpises, and it further shows 
that every new organisation lives at: the 
expense of those previously established, 
Dr. Benson only does his duty, therefore, 
by reminding Church people’ that the 
necessary relieving machinery exists in 
every patish in the kingdom, and could at 
‘once be set in operation were funds forth- 
coming.”—(Graphic, 14th January, 1893.)

The Board have not’ sufficient control 
over their officers. “If an officer of 
the Board is manifestly weak,” says a 
correspondent of The Times, “or even 
morally culpxble, his dismissal is exceed- 
ingly difficult, because he can only be di 
missed by a majority of fifty-five persons. 
Itt is proposed to dismiss him, he fiuds 
friends on the Board who plead his cause 
and extenunte his offences. The members 
of the Board are many of them intimately 
associated with the officers of the Board. 
The law of the land forbide members of a 
Board having commercial transactions with 
the Boxrd ; but it does not prevent an 
efficer in a union of teachers, or of a trade 
uuion, or a lawyer acting for his clients, 
having a place on the Board which employs 
these clieuts, Tt does not prevent the sane 
man being at once advocate and judge, 
Such a state of things of course tends to 
the inefiiciency of the institution.” ‘The 
writer is the Rev. J.J. Coxhead, but of 
what denomination he is minister I am not 
aware, 

Mr. J. R. Diggle, Chairman of the Lon- 
don School Board, ina letter to The Daily 
Chronicle, in October, 1891, in view of the 
then forthcoming Bonrd election, asked the 
Ratepayers to support those candidates who 
would oppose a policy which embraces (a) 
the destruction of every existing non- 
board school ; (b) the discontinuance of 
Bible teaching in Board schools ; (c) the 
discontinuance of religious training in trai 
ing colleges, And conscious of the insuffi 
ciency of the public school systems, he ad 
ed the Ratepayers ‘to encourage and to f 
terasystem of self-supporting erening schools, 
which shall carry on the education of those 
who leave the day schools at an early age ; 
and generally to see that in the best inter. 
ests of the community the young people of 
London are attracted (at a time when they 
are subject to many temptations), to use 
t ns of self-improvement which 
exist within their reach.”

In Australia the official education report 
for 1890 illustrated the increase i 
number of pupils attending the private 
and denominational schools since 1882, 
When State aid was withdrawn from the 
denominational schools in 1882 the uumber 
of pupils at those schools was 19,000, In 
1891, according to the afficinl statement, 
after all the efforts of the State to attract 
children to the public school, the number 
attending private and denominational 
schools was 42,000—a wonderful increrse 
within eight years. ‘The report told an- 
other tale, for it showed that while the 
average attendance at the public schovls was 
60 | er cent. of the numbers enrolled, or 68 
per cent. by the quarterly returns, the 
average attendauce at the uusided private 
and religious schools was 80 per cent. Tt 
was exid by some that it was only Catholics 
who desired to keep up the religious schools, 
but it would seem that there was not a 
single earnest Protestant in New South 
Wales who if asked if he were willing that 
religion should be an essential element in 
the training and eduestion of his children,

Dear Srr,—It seems desirable that the 
above subject in the matter of education 
should be fully considered and clearly 
explained. Articles have appeared in your 
paper bearing on the formation of a public 
schwol, and one difficulty after another is 
brought forward as to the lines it might be 
supposed to tke, Alike the religious and 
secular departments are discussed. at con- 
siderable length, and illustrations are drawn 
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from the whole world over to confirm the 
writer in his particular views. ‘These seem 
to be uncalled for in the circumstances in 
which we are placed. 

Here we are a cosmopolitan community, 
and distinguished by our several ideas on 
religious topics, but it appears that all ean 
easily be met by the plus followed out in 
Hongkong, India, and elsewhere. 

We do not expect a jubilee school or any 
similar institution to be wholly under the 
rule or régime of the Municipal Council, 
bat only to be assisted according to the 
numbers of the scholars, and, it may be, 
their standard of attainment. "Such is the 
case nt Hongkong, and it is found to 
answer well. But while allowing for one 
or more high schools for European boys 
and girls, which would yield much in the 
way of fees, surely we shall not rest there. 
Is nothing to be done for the thousands of 
native children under our control in the 
foreign settlements? There cnn be no 
difficulty in the matter of religious instruc- 
tion, ‘Phat would be no part of the duty | 
of the Council or their inspector, any morn 
than it is in Hongkong or in'India, Tt 
would be left to the missionsries or others 
to whom the schools would properly be- 
Jong, while there would be abundant 
matter for purely secular instruction, such 
as the Council would warrant and which 
would be of the highest value to those 
concerned.

THE OUTPORT EXPENSES. 
When « Post Office accepts a letter on 
which the postage has been duly paid; it 
ought to farward aud deliver the same to 
the addressee free of all further charge.

O, uever does, Be- 
foreitsletters can be received in the outports 
and interior there are many and often heavy 
charges to be paid on them by the resi 
there, such as subscriptions to local insti- 
tutions to take charge and distriute then, 
or to native letter hongs; payments to 
| stenmer boatmen for every ‘packet landed, 
lor to special cvolies, exrtiers, ete. These 
| payments may vary in every place, but the 
broad fact remaine that the Shanghai L.P.O, 
mail is forwarded and distributed at the 
outports and interior at the expense of the 
| residents thero, and free of all charge to it; 
hence it is not unreasonable to clains that it 
in turn should forward or distribute ou port 
and vr mails in Shanghai also free of 
charge. Further, the justice of (1 
is fully admitted in the cxso of 
ports which have formally established 
L.P.0.'s of their own. With these Shan; 
hai carrirs on intercourse on the basis of 
free exchange of correspondence, One 
would really’ like to know how a claim 
which is seen to be perfectly fair when 
iced on behalf of a large outport con 
munity, becomes ‘a very singular conten- 
when put forward by a small one. 
THE MORAL 
of all this is that every out 
munity, no matter how small, should 
at once start its own L.P.O,, and. make 
arrangements with the Shaughai institu. 
tion for the free exchange of mail matter. 
It cannot help agreeing to this, as the 
principle is fully admitted already, and to 
object would necessitate the appointment 
of an agent of its own at the port in 
question, or the striking of that pert out 
of the list of places to which it forwards 
mails, a proceeding which its masters, the 
ratepayers, would hardly approve of, Pos- 
sibly it was with all this in view thar, in 
the new postal arrangements to come into 
force on April 1st (All Fool's Day !), the 
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they should be authorised to make such 
arrangements as they deem best, with other 
post offices, regarding mail matter between 
them and’ the local post. By starting 
“other post offices” with all speed, the 
outport residents can get to the weather 
side of the adhesive plague even yet. 
A FREE Post. 

Apart, ,however, from all questions of 
fair dealing, the parochial policy is a very 

or one for such a place ns Shanghai. 
Fn spite, of thesfow extra tolle earned by 
this institution or that at the expense of its 
neighbours, it decidedly does not pay. In 
the jubilee year we shall doubtless be hear- 
ing ‘not a little about bow all.the wealth 
and magnificence of Shanghai is the fruit 
of its own industry, enterprise and skill, 
which is of course true. But it is also true 
that with all ite greatness, it owes its very 
existonce to the needs of the outports and 
interior. ‘These have madeit, and these can 
make another like it elsewhere. Hence, were 

anghai wise, it would aim at making all 
ercuurse with the outporis an terior 
as free as possible. Every hindrance 
placed in the way of this is just another 
obstacle in the path of its own prosperity. 
Tn the ease of the Woosung Bar there is no 
need to point out that the trade of Shang- 
hai must suffer seriously, just in proportion 
ag that obstruction is allowed to interfere 
with the freest coming and going of 
steamers, Everyone sees that ; but every 
one does not see that hindrances in the 
way of the freest coming and going of 
Tuttors act in exactly the same way. Ie the 
one brings the goods, the other brings the 
orders for the goods. In postal matters, 
the best paying step Shanghai could take, 
would be to get rid entirely of all the 
paraphernalia of stamps and deposits, and 
the keeping of accounts which they involve 
—with these would go a good share of the 
expense—and make the L..P,O. entirely free. 
By #0 doing she would lead the van i 
reform which is bound to coi 
“every civilised country ” gets sufficiently 
civilised, and also fittingly colebrate her 
jnbilee year.

‘THR SOURCES AS FOUND IN THE ROMAN 
CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

(2) Intimately connected with the pre- 
vious point is feature which needs a 
separate consideration viz., the interference 
of the Church of Rome in the authority of 
the Chinese officials. Tt may be granted 
that in special cases of injustice, a certain 
amount of interference is excusable, but 
it nevertheless may arouse the ire and re- 
sentment of both the officials and people, 
and result disastrously to the work of the 
Church,’ How much is allowable and how 
much is to be condemned requires a very 
careful discrimination. ‘The mere fact that 
trouble ensues may not prove that evil is 
the cause ; it may be a persecution of the 








it. 

"ethe genoral impressionamong the Chinese 
authorities, both high and low, is that the 
foreign priest has interfered’ largely in 
native matters by assisting the Chinese 
converts in litigation. The first important. 
Raich in favour of Christianity, and one 
which Prince Kung:sent down in 1862 and 
1863 to all the provincial authorities, con- 
tained the sentence: “The foreign mission- 
ary is not an official and cannot interfere in 
public affairs.” In the Circular presented to 
the Foreign Ministers by the Foreign Office 
in 1871, complaint was made that the foreign 

riests had broken the above ulation. 


priests found as it were among us an unde- 
termined number of states within the state. 
How, under these conditions, can we ho} 
that a durable underst: should 
established, and to prevent the governors 
and the governed uniting against them in 
common hostility?” And again: “Causes 
for litigation between Christians and non- 
Christians are under the equitable juris- 
diction of the authorities; and cannot be 
left to the patronage of the missionaries. 
The latter cannot keep away from. the 
courts Christians, prosecutors or defend- 
ants, which, in a trial, leads to delays 
and prejudices the parties interested.” 
The memorial to the Throne in 1891 by 
the Prince and Ministers of the Foreign 
Oftice, while speaking most favourably of 
the work of missionaries, deems it necessary 
to insert this sentence: ‘In case of law- 
suits and disputes missionaries cannot inter- 
fere, 30 that the people and religion ought 
to be able to live quietly side by side.” 
‘The Edict of the Throne on the basis of 
this memorial does not refer so directly to 
this feature, and yet makes an indirect 
reference : ‘‘The religion of the Western 
countries simply admonishes people to 
become virtuous, and the native converts 
are Chinese subjects under the jurisdiction 
of the local officials.” Likewise the larger 
potion of the proclamations issued for both 
rotestants and Romanists contain a state- 
ment either that missionaries must not 
interfere in official matters or that the con- 
verts are still the subjects of the Emperor. 
Such expressions would attract no notice 
among those unacquainted with the condi 
tions implied, but to those living in China’ 
the special import is clear and significant. 

Tn conversation with a prominent Taotai 
at one of the leading ports, the question of 
the rivts naturally arose.” In asking him 
for his advice on the matter so far as mis- 
sionaries might be concerned, he replied : 
“Thave only one idea to urge, and that 
is that missionaries cease to favour their 
converts in lawsuits with non-Christians. 
‘This wae the counsel of one who is well- 
known as friendly, and who merely con- 
scientiously proposed a remedy, which, as 
he thought, would meet most of the 
difficulties. 

It has already been mentioned that in 
the disturbed state which appeared in 
Mongolia nd Manchuria at the elose of 
1891, it was due in one section to a 
long'standing feud between the native 
Christians and a secret sect, the former be- 
ing aided successfully by the foreign priest 
in’ bringing pressure to bear on the local 
suthority and eliciting favourable decisions. 
So, in a large number of troubles which 
have arisen, on the one side it may be 
viewed as a religious persecution, and on 
the other it is an open and_ boisterous 
resentinent of the foreign interference. To 
be sure in most of these instances the 
foreigner himself may be unmolested, but 
‘he whole collision with the Christians is 
tinged by anti-foreign prejudices. Such 
was a part of the unfortunate occurrences 
in 1886 in the city of Chungking in 
Szechuan, leading up to the death-punish- 
ment of the prominent convert, Lo. Though 
efforts were made both in Peking and 
Chentu in behalf of Mr. Lo, no favour was 
shown, and this largely to counteract the 
excessive intrusiveness of the foreign 
priests aided by the French Government. 

The position taken by the Catholic Fathers 
has no doubt appeared to them both neces- 
sary and right. According to the Treaties 
all’ who profess and teach Christianity 
should be protected, and not molested, 
injured or reviled. Inevitably in new fields 
of evangelisation, opposition and_persecu- 














tion arise, and the protection of the law is 


sought. The Chinese authorities, however, 
see clearly the popular side, and are inclined 
to comply with the popular wish. ‘Then, if 
justice is to be gained at all, some other 
influence is required, and this the Fathers 





[t said : ‘From the information which the 
Prince and the Yamén haye gathered, these | 


come forward to exert, and by persistent 
pressure may possibly succeed, 


What, then, should be the position, 
which both Catholic and Protestant mis- 
sionaries have a right to assume, and which 
in no way will tend to engender animosity, 
irritation and violence? Without pretend 
ing to make an exhaustive enquiry, we may 
safely offer a few discriminating hints on 
the main question at issue, 

In the Circular already cited of 1871, the 
Chinese desire is interpreted thus: “The 
missionaries must submit themselves, like 
everybody, to the authority of the local 
officials :” “¢ Similarly the missionaries, who 
teach their religion in China, ought. to 
submit themselves to the authority of the 
magistrates of this country.” ‘This, how- 
ever, is not the status which the lmw has 
determined for the foreign missionary. At 
present, and until he takes out proper 
papers, he is a subject of a Foreign Govern- 
ment, “and camot acknowledge that x 
Chinese local official is his superior and hix 
ruler. When he goes into the interior of 
the land, he enrries a passport, which 
guarantees protection and assistance from 
the Chinese military and civil authorities, 
‘This protection and assistance are secured 
by certain definite international obligations, 
and are not promised only in lieu of the 
foreigner becoming a subject of China. 

Mr. Michie, in his “China and Christi- 
anity,” proposed the following rule: “All 
foreigners residing or travelling in the 
interior under passport should be strictly 
forbidden. by their own authorities from 
meddling in, any dispute between Chinese, 
whether Christians or not.” This is a step 
in advance on that proposed by the Foreign 
Oftice in Peking. It is allowable still that 
the foreign missionary meddle in his own 
rights, butit is stated he should not meddlo 
in affairs of even the converts. Mr, Michie 
allows a slight modification, for he adds, 
“Such prohibition need not in the least 
impair the influence of private counsel 
in promoting goodwill.” Wo are inolined 
to think that the idea, good as it is, 
would result disastrously, if made a law. 
At present Chinese officials are far from 
being just and trustworthy, especially in 
a time when popular feeling runs counter 
toasmall and weak minority. If perse- 
cution arises, the few weak converts, rely- 
ing on their own influence, would certainly 
bo unable to resist the combined power of 
gentry, scholars, and populace, to say noth- 
ing of the fearless annoying bully. For 
the foreign missionary, who has brought 
the trouble on the Chinaman, to intercede 
in his behalf, is hardly to be termed meddle- 
someness, but perhaps a duty. 

‘The official advice of the British Foreign 
Ofiee and the Archbishop of Canterbury 
being first the suggestion of an English 
Consul—states, as we think, the correct 
and feasible attitude for missionariesto take: 
“That missionaries should refrain from 
interfering in disputes between Christin 
and non-Christian natives in pecuniary 
matters and other questions of secular busi- 
ness.” ‘This kind of a regulation would 
not prohibit the foreign aissionary fyom 
using all the influence he can command to 
check persecution, the destruction of 
chapels, and outrages on native Christians, 
‘We do not say that the use of this right 
should always be taken; nay, patience 
under suffering inay be ‘the ‘wisest po- 
icy, or friendly mediation between the 
parties, when conducted hy competent and 
conciliatory natives, may be more salutary 
than official action. What the Chinese 
officials resent is some statement of a priest 
like this: “So and so is a Christian, and I 
must protect our people"—chiao min. The 
whole onus of protecting should be placed 
on the Chinese authorities, and all that the 
foreigner attempts is merely as a friendly 
mediator. If his intentions are good and 
his spirit conciliatory, his efforts will be 
appreciated and not scouted as an inter- 
ference. 

Already the Chinese authorities are more 




















fully informed of the actual power or rights 
of the foreigner, and are inclined. to. reject 
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all interference in their own public duties. 
The Retna, Cetholic'misioneries are also 
learning theix powers to-day are not 
equal to those in the past, that mider and 
more conciliatory methods are the demand 
of their work in the future.

Colombo. Captain Frager and his crew 
and passengers acknowledged this kind- 
ness ina formal letter.

avoidable, or that was met with greater 
coolness, or better seamanship on the part 
of the crew, or more cheerfulness and 
patience on the part of the passengers. 
Only one life was lost, a lady who died 
Gf apoplexy, while being pulled ashore 
after the boat containing the ladies capsized 
inthe ourf.

H.BM.’s SUPREME COURT. 


Is Cuampens. 
Shanghai, 21st March, 
Bofore N. J. Haxwen, Enq., Chief Justice, 
THE OWNERS OF THE S.s, ‘* HANGCHOW” 
versus 
THE OWNERS OF THE 5.5. “*¥EIMA.” 

This was a limit suit arising out of 
the collision wember last which re- 
sulted in the sinking of the Feima, In 
the original action the owners of the Hang- 
chow were defendants aud admitted their 
liability for damages, and in the present 
suit, a» plaintiffs, they applied to have their 
liability limited ‘to £8 per ton, in accord- 
ance with the Act. 

Mr. A. P. Stokes appeared for the owners 
of the Hangchow, and Mr. W. V, Drum- 
mond for the owners of the Feima. 

‘The petition and answer were as fol- 
low 

‘The petition of the above-named plaintiffs 
sheweth as follows :— 

1.—Before and at the time of the collision 
hereinafter mentioned the plaintiffs were the 
owners of the steamship Hangchow and some 
of the defendants were at such time the 
owuers of the steamship Feima. And others 
of the defendants were the master and crew 
of the said steamship and the owners of the 
‘cargo laden on board of her. 

2—On or about the eighth day of Novem- 
ber Ove thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
two the Hanychow whilst on a voyage from 
Shanghai to Newchwang came into collision 
with the steamship Feima and in consequence 
thereof the Feima shortly afterwards sank. 
No loss of life or personal injury was 
jioned by the said collision or: by the

‘owners of the cargo laden on board her avainst 
the said steamship Hangchoro for the recovery 
+£ damages occasioned by the said collision. 
‘The present plaintiffs entered an sppearance 
as defendants in that action and udmitted 
their liability for the damages caused by the 
collision in question, and on the fourteenth 
day of November One thousand eight hundred 
und ninety-two a decree was filed in the suit 
finding that the steamship Hangchow was 
solely to blame for the said collision, and 
directing that the question of the amount of 
damages and losses caused by the said colli- 
sion be referred to the Registrar. 

'6.—The said collision occurred without the 
actual fault or privity of the above-named 
plaintiffs the owners of the Hanychow or any 
of them. 

7.—The plaintiffs admit that the said colli- 
sion and the losses and damages consequent 
thereon were caused by the improper naviga- 
tion of the steamship Hangchow, 

8.—The claims in respect of the loss of the 
| said steamship Feima and of the goods mer- 
| chandise aud effects or other things 
| on board her at the time of the collision exceed 
the aggregate amount of £8 per ton on the 

Tegistered tonnage of the said steamship 
Frangchore. 


9.—The sum of £8 per ton on the gross 
registered tonnage of the Hangchow calculated 
as aforesaid is £12,018.3.2 and at the rate of 
exchange of the'day of the collision, the 
equivatent of the said sum of £12,018.3.2 in 
Shanghai Taels amounts to Tis. 62,713.43. The 
plaintifis are willing and hereby offer to 
pay into Court the said sum of Tis. 62,713.43 
together with interest at the rate of seven 
per cent, per annum from the date of the colli- 
sion until payment, 























‘The plaintiffs therefore pray’ 

1.—That it may be declared that the 
owners of the steamship Hangchow are not 
answerable in damages in respect’ of loss or 
damage to chip, boats, goods, merchandise and 
persoval effects or other things to an aggre- 
gate amount exceeding £8 per ton for each 
tonof the gross registered tonnageof the steam- 
ship Hangchow calculated as aforesaid. 

2.—A declaration that the amount for which 
the plaintifis are liable in respect of loss or 
Gamage to ship, boats, merchandise and per- 
sonal effects or other things is Tis. 62,713.43 
and no more, 

3.—That upon payment into Court of the 
sum of Tis. 65,713-4%, together with interest 
‘thereon from the date of the said collision 
until day of payment at seven per cent. per 
annum, all Inether proceedings in the suid 
action for damage (hereinbefore referced to in 
the Sth paragraph of this petition) be stayed 
except for the purpose of taxation and pay- 
ment of costs, 

4.—That upon such payment as aforesaid 
directions may be given for ascertaining the 
several persons entitled to claim against the 
said sum in respect of the loss or damage of 
ship, boats, goods, merchandise, personal 
effects or other things and for distributin 
the suid” sums rateably among the. several 
persons who may make out their claims, aud 
that advertisements may be ordered to be 
issued for this purpose and a time tixed 
within which all such claimants may bring in 
their claims. 

Such further and other relief as the nature 
of the case may require. 

answer of the defendants to the 
petition of the above-named plaintiffs :— 

‘The defendants do not deny the right of 
the plaintiffs to have their lability limited 
to an aggregate amount not exceeding £8 per 
ton for each ton of gross register tonnage of 
the steamship Hangchow, and are ready and 
willing to consent to a decree herein for such 
amount as the Court may find to be just and 
proper. 

Mr. Stokes said the petition was admit: 
ted by the auswer, and the question was 
whatithe shape of the decree should be, 
upon the pleadings. ‘The facts all 
the petition were supported by the affidavit 

f Captain Charlton, which was filed, aud 
to it was annexed a copy of the. register 
showing what the tounage of the Hangchow 
was, and also what the reduction for crew 
space should be. ‘The lvarned advocate 
quoted from authorities to show that. the 
tonnage to which his clients were entitled 
tt their livbility was the tonnage 
appearing on the ship's register which was 
in force at the time of the collision, 
rked out upon that basis ‘Tis. 62,713. 
resented the amountfor which he sub- 
mitted an order should be made, 

Mr. Drummond said he had only one 

int to mention, He had in the answer 
ted the right of the plaintiffs in this 
imitation suit tohave the stnount limited to” 
£8 per ton on the gross tounage of the 
Hangchow, He accepted the figuresof the 
‘Bangchow's tonnage, but he objected to the 
amount of £12,018-3-2, which represented 
£8 per ton, being turned into tacle at the 
rate ruling on the day of the collision. He 
contended that the rate prevailing when 
the amount was paid should be taken. If 
the amount had been paid on the day of the 
collision the rate that day would of course 
have been taken, but not having been pnid 
then he submitted his clients were entitled 
to have it turned into taels at the rate of 
the day on which it was actually paid, 

Mr. Stokes submitted that the correct
